Tne Convention. 


The Republican township convention 


held teat night at the Gaurd'a Armory 
is a thing of the pact. Its work baa been 
done and it has adjourned sine die and 
there M no power to reconvene it. But tb> t 
convention IB entitled to a word ot praise. 
It was well organized and did the busi- 
ness before it without friction.
